The Next Generation 


Rabbi A. H. Silver, one of America's leaders in a powerful 


sermon the other day, called this, in the-phrase used in "Men 
Like Gods" by Mr. H. G. Wells, "the age of confusion." 


It is that, sure enough, with its wars and revolutions and 


hatreds, its conservative dictatorships aiuSj radical democracies, 
its professed love of peace and order and its following of poli- 
xcies that make peace and order impossible. TheVojld's spirit- 
ual ebb may be, as the rabbi declared, at the lowest ebb since 
the collapse of the Roman Empire. Organized religiorrdoes 
seem rather helpless. Common fellowship has broken down. 
Mere practical self interest does not seem to operate sanely 


- across national boundary lines, or even within national bound- 
aries. 


America, as he admits is more fortunate than other coun- 


tries. Our government is sound, our people are prosperous. 
"But that spiritual exaltation which was our during the war, 
or that broad, generous spirit of good will which was our pride 
before the war is hard to discover. Our contact with Europe 
has done-us no good. We became affected with the'Old World 
malady of racial and religious bigotry which has blighted all 
'Europe for fifteen centuries." 


It may be, he says, that this.generation will never see the 


world pacified and restored to normal. "This generation may 
foe destined to perish in the wilderness." But what of the next 
'generation ? There is hope. 


The hope of civilization lies in the school primer. The kind- 


ergarten is where the new world must be fashioned. A new 
type of education will give us a new type of man. Teach men 
from earliest infancy to love peace and pursue it. Teach pa- 
triotism without the rattle of the saber. Teach history, not to 
exploit our peculiar excellence, but to reveal'our common de- 
pendence. Teach economics, not with the ideal of private suc- 
cess through competition, but public service through co-opera- 
tion. 


"Teach the common speech of the human soul, the com- 


mon needs, the common hopes, and you will prepare the way 
for the Age of Reason and the Age of Peace." . 
/ Is there any-other way of salvation for this generation, the 
next one, or any other? 


Liquor Casualties 


' In the first nine months of this year, poison liquor took 2000 


lives in the United States. These figures were compiled from 
official estimates by concerns, bureaus of vital statistics and 
other responsible sources in 24 states in which partial records 
were kept. If the records covered a larger area no doubt the to- 
tal would be greater. 


One state reported 42 deaths from alcoholism since January 


4, making no distinction between the so-called "poison booze" 
and any .other kind. Nebraska, North, Dakota, Kansas, Iowa, 
Oklahoma and Ohio reported 14, three, 10, 26, 20 and 15 
liquor deaths respectively. 


The lowest death rates from this cause ~were found in the 


•southern states, the highest came from the North. 


In addition to these fatalities, innumerable accidents, par- 


ticularly motor accidents and consequent property losses, are 
attributable to the same source. 


These are appalling.figures but it should be remembered 


when considering them that there is also an amazing array of 
figures on the other side—statistics compiled by social agencies 
and welfare institutions—which show that bad as conditions 
are now under imperfectly enforced prohibition, they are in- 
finitely worse under the saloon regime.
